A sliding 
or cutting motion will tend to make 
the butter greasy. Overworking 
should also be avoided. * Butter is 
worked to make it compact and to 
distribute the salt and moisture even- © 
ly. When butter is cut the surface 
should be close and the drops of 
moisture should be clear and very 
minute. 

The color of the butter should be 
even and bright. If the butter is not 
worked enough the color will be un- 
even, although this is not noticeable 
at the time of working. 

If the butter is too soft, the salt 
should be mixed through it, and the 
outter placed where it will come to a 
proper firmness before working. By 
doing this it will score ‘higher for 
both texture and color than it would 
if worked in the soft state. The salt 
in'the butter should be evenly distri-’ 
buted and thoroughly dissolve lt

Later on hats 
were still more costly. In “Anatomie 
of Abuses,” published in 1585, men- 
tion is made of “hats of silk, of vel- 
vet and of taffetie, and some of a 
certain kinde of fine haire, these they 
call bever hattes, of XX., XXX., XL. 
shillings price.” : 
The beaver hat imported from 
abroad became so popular that Queen 
Elizabeth passed an Act in 1571 to 
protect the making of “thrummed 
saps,” the manufacture of which from 
wool had been introduced into Nor- 
folk.in Edward VI.'s time by refu- 
gees from Flanders. It was enacted 
that every person, except ladies, Jews, 
etc. (why Jews were excepted is not 
apparent), should on Sundays and 
holidays, wear on his head a cap of 
velvet wool made in England by the 
cappers under a penalty of 3s.

After a time the plants turn yellow 
and die, which is usually the first in- 
dication of the insect’s presence. 
After some time the maggot be- 
comes full-grown, its skin hardens, 
turns brown, and it forms a puparium 
which is called the “‘flax-seed”’ stage, 
from its resemblance in size, color 
and shape to this seed. In this con- 
dition it passes the winter, fully pro- 
tected by its position in the stem and 
safe from injury. In the following 
May the fly emerges and deposits its 
eggs for the production of a second 
brood. These eggs are laid upon the . 
young spring wheat at one of the low- 
er joints of the stem, and upon any 
of the fall plants that have escaped 
che previous attack and survived the 
winter.

‘Southwark, England, in 1600, with 
Richard Burbage as Hamlet, and the 
legendary cast for the second per- 
formance, at Blackfriars Theatre in 
London, in 1603, included Joseph 
Taylor as Hamlet and Stephen Ham- 
merton as Ophelia. In 1661 Beiter 
ton played Hamlet at Lincoln Inn 
Fields with Mrs. Saunderson as Ophe- 
lia, and of these two Baroness Orezy 
has written very recently-a delightful 
novel called “His Majesty's Well- 
Beloved.” 

Colley Cibber came on the scene in 
1708, and played Osric at Drury Lane 


Theatre, Wilks being the Hamict 
and Mrs. Mountfort the Ophelia. Da- 
vid Garrick first played the Ghost to 
Giffard’s Hamlet and Miss Hippisley’s 
Ophelia in December, 1741, and at 
the Drury Lane, November 16, 1742, 
he came into his own, playing Ham- 
let to the Ophelia of the famous Kitty 
Clive. October 25, 1750, Spranger 
Barry was the Hamlet, Mrs. Susanna 
Cibber the Ophelia and the great Peg 
Woffington was the queen. This was 
at Covent Garden, and seven years 
later Thomas Sheridan, father of 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan, was the 
Hamlet at the same theatre, with 
Mrs. Chambers as Ophelia. 

An unusual performance at the 
time was on June 27, 1781, at Bath, 
England, when Mrs. Siddons played 
Hamlet, playing Ophelia five years 
later, and ten years after that acted 
the queen for the first time to the 
Hamlet of Wroughton and the Ophe- 
lia of Mrs. Jordan. The picturesque 
John Philip Kemble essayed the part 
of Hamlet for the first time in Sep- 
tember, 1783, at Drury Lane, and 
played it with great success for many 
years, while the second woman to 
essay the role was Mrs. Powell, at 
Drury Lane, June 4, 1802. 

Edmund Kean first played Hamlet 
at Drury Lane in 1814, and among 
those in the cast was James Wal- 
lack. William C. Macready was next 
to essay the part, at Bath in 1828, 
and four years later, almost to the 
day, appeared at Drury Lane with 
Helen Faucit as Ophelia. In the same 
year, in a benefit to Charles M. 
Young, Macready played the Ghost 
and Charles Mathews the Polonius. 
At the Princess Theatre, In 1848,

Edib persisted, and she encouraged 
other Turkish women to join her in 
the hospitals. Her husband, Dr. 
Adnan Bey, was head of the Turkish 
Red Crescent, and she worked with 
him for the improvement of that 
organization. 

“After the armistice her politital 
activities became very marked. Many 
-prominent Turks who - had - lived 
abroad were associated with her in 
the Nationalist movement. Some of 
ihem-——like Raouf Bey, who was a 
familiar figure ‘in the night club life 
of London a year or two before the 
war—-were so zealous in champion- 
ing the cause that they are now 
guests of the British Government at 
Malta, } 

“Halide Edib became a militant 
propagandist after the massacre by 
Greek troops of Turkish inhabitants 
of Aidin. She had never spoken in 
public until that time. ‘I could not 
help it,’ she said afterward to “her 
‘friends. ‘I felt that I could not keep 
silent.’ She addressed political meet- 
ings and aroused public feeling to a 
high pitch. Her hatred of the Greeks 
became almost an obsession. 

‘The next news of the authoress 
came from Anatolia two days ago. 
She had arrived at Angora with her 
husband after an adventurous jour- 
ney——part of the time in disguise— 
having slipped through the cordon of 
Constantinople after more than, a 
week in- hiding. 

“‘She is a most fascinating wo- 
nan, and speaks English perfectly,’ 
said my ‘nformant, who°knows her 
well. ‘She has an extraordinarily 
acute mind and a complete grasp of

Sir Herbert 
Beerbohm Tree first acted Hamlet in 
London at the Haymarket In 1892, 
and on September 11, 1897, Sir John- 
stone Forbes-Robertson played Ham- 
let at the Lyceum, with Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell as Ophelia. 

The first performance of Hamlet 
in América was by Lewis Hallam in 
Philadelphia in July, 1759, and the 
first |in New York was by Hallam 
Novetiber 26; 1761, at ‘the Chapel 
.(now Beekman) Street Theatre, with 
Mrs. Morris as Ophelia. Thomas A. 
Cooper played the part at the Park 
Theatre February 28, 1798, and 
Charles Kean played it at Baltimore 
in September, 1831, with William 
Warren, Junius Brutus Booth and 
John Sefton in the cast. An interest- 
ing performance was given at the 
Tremont: Theatre in Boston on De- 
cember 15, 1837, when John Vanden- 
hoff was the Hamlet, with E. L.

In 1847, too, Murdock 
played Hamlet at the New Broadway 
Theatre with Fanny Wallack as 
Ophelia. On March 19, 1851, at the 
old Broadway Theatre, in New York, 
Edwin Forrest was seen as Hamlet, 
with Mme. Ponisi as Ophelia, and in 
1853 Edwin Booth played Hamlet for 
the first time in San Francisco. 

E. L. Davenport was next to essay 
Hamlet, doing so at Burton’s Theatre, 
in New York, October 16,.1856, with 
Mrs. Davenport as Ophelia. A year 
later James E. Murdock was seen in 
the part at the same theatre, and 
Barry Sullivan played Hamlet for

BAKING QUALITY OF THE LOW- | 
ER GRADES OF FLOUR 


With the ever increasing cost of 
living, it has become necessary to 
find corresponding means of saving, 
The housewife is ‘the person on 
whom most of responsibility of ec- 
onomizing rests. The use of some 
of the cheaper grades of flour in- 
stead of the highly expensive first 
patent is another means of saving 
that may be added to the already 
long list. During the war, all mem- 
bers of the community were forced 
to use government standard flour 
which was a lower grade than most 
people had been accustomed to.Ne- 
vertheless, most of the bakers suc- 
ceedéd in furnishing bread so good 
that few people would have consid- 
ered it distinctly inferior had it not 
been for the difference in color.Too 
much attention has, however, always 
been paid to color in flour and bréad. 
Bread that is really very pale is not 
so healthful as bread made of some- 
what lower grade of flour and the 
wartime bread was really superior 
as a food to the extremely white 
product in use previously. Lower 
grades of flour somewhat similar 
to the government standard flour 
can always be purchased but are 
nsually not in much demand on ac- 
eount of their inferior color.. These 
second and third grade fiours, how- 
ever, contain a higher percentage of 
protein and assimilable phosphates. 
These features are distinctly advan- 
tageous. : . 

While the lower grades of flour 
may require some slight modifica- 
tions in the baking method in order 
to produce the best possible bread, 
these changes are not serious and, 
as a rule, no difficulty whatever will 
be experierced in handling such 
flours. When we consider the: lower 
price of the cheaper grades of flour 
and their high nutritive value, we 
see two distinct advantages in using 
them. The claims made for the 
whitest flours are nearly always 
much exaggerated and are s0m6- 
times: quite absurb and the public 
would do well to insist on obtaining 
the really superior materials which 
are sold as inferior.

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A Sudden Change of Diet Not Good 
for the Young Colt—Wean Him 
Gradnally — General Hints on 
Rationing and Handling. 

Contributed by Ontario Department of 

Agriculture, Toronto.) 

HE age at which foals should 
be weaned is to a great de- 
gree governed by circum- 
ktances. Under ordinary 

conditions it is well to allow the 
mare to nurse her foal for four 
months or longer. If, when the foal 
is this age, the mare is required to 
do regular work, both will do better 
if the foal be weaned. On the other 
hand, if the mare be in fair condi- 
tion, not required for regular work, 
and still yielding a reasonable quan- 
tity of milk, the foal will do better 
if not weaned for a month or two 
longer, and the dam, having no labor 
to perform, will not suffer. 

The ordinary process of weaning, 
which consists in separating mare 
and foal, and allowing no further in- 
tercourse for several weeks, or until 
the mare has ceased to secrete milk, 
and the foal to look for it, is In our 
opinion, irrational. wasteful and un- 
called for. 

It.is probably unnecessary to state 
that the colt should be taught to eat 
chopped or rolled oats, bran, etc.; 
before the process of weaning com- 
mences, otherwise he will surely suf- 
fer and grow thin. Experience has 
taught all breeders and feeders of 
stock that sudden or violent changes 
of diet or usage with any class of 
stock is dangerous, and often expen- 
sive. When this is the case with 
adult animals, it is reasonable to ex- 
pect it to be more marked in the 
young. Hence, in order to avoid dan- 
ger of digestive diseases in the young, 
and trouble with the mammary 
glands, and possibly digestive trou- 
ble also, in the dam, we should exer- 
sise good judgement, and be satisfied 
to take considerable ‘trouble when 
weaning the colt. 

In most cases the mammary ap- 
paratus is still quite active, and a

Machine Shop and Garage, Phone 88, Next to Empire Theatre, Medee 


ing secreted when the owner decides 

that it is time to “wean the colt.” 

The colt, in addition to the grass and 

grain that it has been consuming, has 

thus far been accustomed to milk 

also. In fact, milk has been his 

principal diet, and, if suddenly de- 

prived of it he cannot avoid fretting, 

and failing in condition. Then again, 

the secretion of milk in the mare 

will not cease all at once, and,, unless 

the glands-be relieved of it, mam- 

mitis will be the result. Instead of 

milking the mare by hand, and, of 

course, making no use of it, as is 

usually done, the colt should get the 

benefit. Our idea of the proper 

method of weaning is as follows: 

When it is decided that the colt shall 

be weaned, he should be placed in a 
confortable box stall, by himself, or 

with other colts that are being wean- 
ed. There should be no mangers or 
boxes into which he can rear or jump, 
and probably injure himself, and the 
door and walls should be so high 
that he cannot jump over them or get 
his fore feet over. The dam should 
be tied, in a stall, or better, if con- 
yenient, kept in a box stall, not neces- 
sarily far removed from her foal. In 
fact, the writer has made a practice 
of having the stalls adjoining, so 
that the dam and foal can see and 
hear each other,. but cannot get to- 
gether. Whether or.not the mare be 
required for work, she should be 
taken to the colt’s stall, or better, 
the colt lead to the dam’s stall, and_ 
nllowed to remain for’ 15 to 20 min- 
utes three times daily for a weck or 
longer. Leading the colt to the dam's 
stall, is a good system of giving him 
his first lessons in training for future 
usefulness. During the second week, 
twice daily will be sufficient to leave 
them together, and after this once 
daily, gradually shortening the 
length of the visit until the mammal - 
becomes practically inactive. In this 

way each gradually becomes accus- 

tomed to be séparated. from the 

other. The change of diet for the colt 

is gradual, and he receives the bene- 

fit of the milk that otherwise would 

be wasted. It also largely obviates 
danger of mammitis in the mare, and 
the glands gradually become inactive, 

in the meantime the colt should be- 
allowed about all the well-saved clov- 
er, hay and chopped or: rolled oats, 
that he will consume. A satisfactory 
and palatable mixture is made by 
putting a little cut hay and the ra- 
tion of oats in a pail in the evening, 
pouring some boiling water on it, 
covering with a rubber sheet and 
allowing it to stand until morning, 
then preparing another feed for the 
evening. This, with a ration of whole 
oats, With a carrot or two at noon, 
in addition to the amount of whole 
hay he will require, usually gives 
excellent results. Of course, this re- 
quires some time and trouble, and 
when this is not convenient the colt 
will do very well without the prepar- 
ation of food noted. When practic- 
able, the addition of cow's milk gives 
excellent results, but this is often not 
easily obtainable. 

After the colt has ceased looking 
for his dam, he should be allowed to 
take daily exercise in a yard or pad- 
dock, and his feet should be trimmed 
at least monthly, Usually under these 
conditions, the wear is not equal to 
the growth, and if not attended to, 
the feet will become abnormal in size 
and shape, which may permanently 
linjure him. Hence they should be 
trimmed to the natural size and 
ishape, as conditions demand.—Prof, 
\J. H. Reed, V.S., O. A. College,

The sand glass, in European coun- 
tries, replaced the yet more antiquat- 
ed “time candle,” which was marked 
off in sections of an hour. As a time 
keeper, the candlé is excesdingly an- 
cient; it was so employed in Rome 
before Christ was born, and very 
likely by the Egyptians and Babylon- 
ians in much eariier days. Courting 
by length of candle was an  old- 
fashioned custom in England. 

An equivalent method of time- 
keeping is even now practiced by the 
Chinese, who employ, instead of a 
candle, a length of joss-stick —- the 
same thing that Canadian small boys 
‘use as “punk” for setting off fire- 
crackers. It is made of sawdust, mix- 
ed with a little glue and rolled into 
cylinders of a measured diameter. 
Such a stick, two feet long and mark- 
ed for the hours, lasts half a day, 
being consumed slowly without flame, 

Messengers in China, having but 
short periods to sleep, make sure of 
waking by placing a-lighted plecé of 
joss-stick between their’ toes.°” This 
acts most effectively at the proper 
moment.

’ A Russian Fairy Story. 

In his book on “Russia Then and 
Now,” Mr. Francis B; Reeves quotes 
a story of Count Ilya Tolstoy’s con- 
cerning the woods where his father 
is buried that expresses in a striking 
manner - Tolstoy’s message to hu- 
manity. 

“My story has flo setting time oP 
space,” writes the count. “‘Two boys 
roamed through the woods telling 
each other stories. They were talking 
of love; how all men will some day 
become brothers. Nikolenka wrote 
the word on a green little stick and 
said that before men could become 
brothers this word must, be known. 
That ‘was ages ago, when the stick 
was buried, and the boy said that 
whoever found the stick would make 
all men happy. 

“After the passage of time peas- 
ants came to the slope and dug a 
three-yard grave at the summit, and 
the next day, when a multitude of 
people gathered, they lowered the 
corpse of a gray, robust old man. 
Then night comes. The whole west- 
ern horizon is purple-red with fire, 
the sky is. bathed in blood——War! 
Shadows’ of the oaks lie upon the 
snow when a ghost rises from the 
grave. In his hands he holds a green 
little stick. The ghost roams through 
houses, humble huts and hamlets, 
speaking the word to every one, and 
everyone understands. 

“But the West still burns; is still 
aflame. The ghost hurries his steps 
to the westward. Confused and dis- 
concerted people rush by. He wanted 
to tell them the word, but his feeble 
voice was drowned by the roar of 
thunder in the fumes of smoke. After 
gazing long on the furnace, the ghost 
wended his way back to the slope of 
the seven daks.

Playing Cards. 

The invention of playing cards has 
been , variously attributed to India, 
China, Arabia and Egypt, but there 
seems to be little doubt that they 
originated in Asia, and were intro- 
duced into Europe about the close of 
the thirteenth century. There is a 
historical mention of the game of, 
cards in Germany in 1275, in Italy in 
1299, but not in France until 1393. 
In. the sixteenth century the’ manu- 
facture of cards was a flourishing 
business in England, and under Ed- 
ward IV. their importation was for- 
bidden to protect the home industry. 

The marks upon the suits of cards 
are believed to have been chosen to 
represent symbolically the different 
classes of society, Thus, the hearts 
stood for the clergy, clubs for the 
soldiery, spade for the serfs, and 
diamonds for: the merchants. In the 
early French cards the kings were 
pictures of David, Alexander, Caesar 
and Charlemagne, representing the 
monarchies of the Jews, Greeks, Ro- 
mans and French. The queens were: 
Esther, Judith, Argine and Pallas. 

The suits of the earliest German 
ecards were designated by hearts, 
bells, leaves and acorns. Italian cards 
had swords, batons, cups and money. 
The court cards at first were the king, 
chevalier and knave, the queen be- 
ing first substituted for the chevalier 
by the Italians. The English cards ih 
the seventeenth century were embel- 
lished with heraldic designs, the king 
of clubs bearing the coat-of-arms of 
the pope of Rome, and those of 
hearts, diamonds and spades being 
adorned respectively with the armor- 
ial device of the kings of England, 
Spain and France. The club of mod- 
ern cards derived its form from the 
trefoil, a French design: 


Buffalo Bill’s Teeth.

The experience of a London 
Township farmer, Middlesex County, 
with purebred and scrub bulls shows 
very closely the place of the scrub 
sire. Six years ago he had in his herd 
eight bull calves from purebred aire. 
These were made’steers and kept un- 


‘til two and one-half years old, finish- 


ed on grass and when sold averaged 
$140 each. The next year the farmer 
was ajling and was: unable to take 
his cows a distance to a purebred 
sire. A neighbor offered him the use 
of his scrub sire. The progeny from 
this mating from which five steers 
were kept, fed and marketed under 
the samé conditions, brought .$114 
each, although there had been a 
slight rise in price during the year. 
This farmer stated that on the five 
steers he lost $130 in one year, and 
to the average farmer using-a scrub 
sire. on 10: females the loss. would 
be $260 from a beef standpoint alone. 
If the daughters of the scrub bull 
were kept in'the herd this loss would 
show in their calves in lesser degree. 
This man claims that “as soon as 
farmers keep an accurate profit and 
loss account the scrub bull will dis- 
appear. 

A Peel County farmer’s experi- 
ence is as follows: ‘‘Though we had 
been using purebred bulls for many 
years previous to a time about nine 
years ago we yielded to temptation 
on a growthy ~ looking, well-buil’, 
grade Shorthorn for which we paid 
$35 at six months’ old. (Why should 
he not produce as good stock as a 
registered calf costing $75, more or 
less?) When his first calves were 
about four or five months old they 
seemed a poor lot, but the bull was 
kept for another season in spite of 
our observations. When the steers 
were put in to feed when rising two 
years, as is our custom, the folly of 
our selection most glaringly stared 
us in the face every time we went 
to feed them.

There 
was little pleasure in trying to fatten 
them and they went to market with 
few exceptions an inferior bunch. We 
had learned our lesson and some- 
times think it was fortunate that we 
did keep the bull long enough to be 
really inipressed forever by the ex- 
perience and loss of a cheap sire. 

“Our next bull was of Gainford 
Marquis blood costing $100 at six 
months. Our first crop of calves 
healed our woun Fine growthy 
fellows, they. accouhted for any feed 
given, were a source of pleasure to 
the eye and brought the best price 
when sént to market. Counting 
the difference in delight, adding the 
extra value per. pound and making 
allowance for feed consumed, there 
was a balance of from $20 to $25 per 
steer in favor of. the good bull. A 
worse was that of the heifers 
trom the scrub bull. They had to be 
sold for beef. Instead of being able 
to select good heifers we had lost 
two years by using the scrub. 
Though it cannot be counted In dol- 
lars and cents, the satisfaction in 
feeding and caring for good animals 
is really worth more than all other 
features combined.”

Feed four times daily after the 
seventh day until the ducklings are 
two or three weeks old, when they 
need to be fed only three times daily. 
After the ducklings are a week old 
the grit or sand may be fed either 
in the mash or_in a hopper, but the 
common practice is to feed grit in 
all duck rations. Beef scrap is not 
usually fed until the ducks are a. 
week old, when about five per cent, is 
added to the ration, which: amount is 
gradually increased to fifteen per 
cent. by the end of the-third week. 
From this time on gradually increase 
the proportion of corn meal and de- 
crease the bran until the ration be- 
comes the fattening ration given be- 
low. for those ducklings which .are 
to be marketed. , 

For two weeks before killing the 
ducklings to be marketed should be 
fattened on a ration made of three 


parts of low-grade flour or middlings, 
one part of bran, one-half part of 
beef scrap, with three per cent. grit 
and ten per cpnt. green feed. Feed 
this mash three times daily, or use 
a mash of three parts corn meal, one 
part low-grade wheat flour, one part 


three per cent. oyster shell, with the 
green feed and grit added. The 
green feed is at times left out of 
the ration during the last seven days 
of fattening, as it tends to color the 
meat and may produce a slightly flab- 
by rather than a firm flesh; however, 
it is easier to keep the ducklings in 
good feeding condition on a mash 
éontaining green feed. Boiled fish 
may replace the beef scrap, but 
should only be fed up to within two 
weeks before they are killed, as it 
may give a fishy taste to their flesh. 

Two or three per cent. of oyster 
shell is recommended in most fatten- 
ing rations, but bone ash, ground or 
cracked bone or bone meal would ap- 
pear to be better mineral feed to add 
to these mixtures. If milk is avail- 
able at profitable feeding prices, the 
rations recommended for crate-fat- 
tened chickens would give good re- 
sults in fattening ducklings, produc- 
ry Ne well-breached; milk-fed green

twitch grass than buckwheat. 

8. That rape gives much better 
restilts in the eradication of twitch 
grass and perennial sow thistle when 
sown in drills and cultivated than it 
does when sown broadcast. 

4, That thorough deep cultivation 
at the end of the six months gave 
an average of 46.9 eggs, or a rela- 
tion in fall and spring followed by a 
well cared for hoed crop will destroy 
bladder campion. 

5. That mustard may be prevented 
from seeding in oats,;wheat or barley 
by spraying with twenty per cent. 
solution of iron sulphate without any 
serious injury to the standing crop 
or to fresh seeding of clover.

The Price of King’s Daughters In 
Ancient Times. 


“Egyptian and Babylonian mon- La 


arches, imbued with the profiteering 
virus, occasionally short-changed 
fellow-sovereigns who were conduct- 
ing pleasant business relations by 
trading their danghters for their 
weight in gold. The business ethics 
of the day dictated that the mon- 
archs of Babylon and Egypt should 
trade daughters every now and then, 
and should one of the two be short 
of daughters when the other wanted 
to trade, he was to reciprocate with 
gold to the weight of the given daugh- 
ter,” said Dr. Legrain, a echolar who 
has made a careful study of the an- 
cients, 

Dr. Legrain has discovered and 
translated a clay tablet in the Nip- 
pur collection of unusual interest— 
a catalog of a portion of the gold and 
jewels in the Temple of Nippur, and 
evidently a new invoice for which a 
special catalogue was made. Unfor- 
tunately some of the tablet is miss- 
ing. The record tells of many gold 
ornaments, caskets and jewels, many 
of them beautifully decorated with 
golden eagles and vultures, of neck- 
laces, breastplates, filets, bracelets, 
anklets, and, in addition to orna- 
ments, many golden or gold-mounted 
implements, such as seals and tongs. 

It is evident that one portion of 
the collection had just come from the 
Jewelers and was intended either to 
decorate the statue of a goddess or 
else was for some princess of the 
royal house, as the temple in the 
Orient was always the royal treasury. 
Readers of the Bible will remember 
how the temple at Jerusalem was 
thus used and how King Hegekiak 
made the great mistake of showing 
all his golden treasure to an ambas- 
sador from Babylon with the result 
that cupidity was aroused and Jeru- 
salem sacked for the spoil as the 
Prophet Isaiah foretold when he 
heard of the incident. 3 

.In those days of polygamy. kings 
had many daughters which they gave 
in marriage fo allied monarchs. 


‘Egypt and Babylon commonly ex- 


changed daughters in this way and 
all had to be dowered with gold and 
jewels. ff the recipient had. no 

ughter to send back he was expect- 
ed to send her worth in gold and one 
Babylonian king complained that 
Bayot sent him short weight and was 
quite angry about it. The above col- 
lection may have been intended to 
dower the King of Babylon’s daugh- 
ter. This king was Nazi-Maruttash, 
who ruled in the fourteenth century 
B.C., of whom we read in the Tell-el- 
Amarna tablets when Jerusalem com- 
plained of pressure from the north 
and asked aid which never game. 

It is interesting that the fémale 
ornaments coincide exactly with 
those of the Goddess Ishtar, who, ac- 
cording to an ancient poem, went 
down to Hades, but in passing each 
of the seven gates had to drop a 
portion of her ornaments and cloth- 
ing until she entered entirely nude. 
But her departure from earth left it 
loveless, 80 a messenger was sent to 
ask her to return. She did sb, taking 
up a portion of her clothing and orna- 
ments at each gate. She got home 
and love returned to earth, but the 
messenger had to stay in Hades. The 
only item missing in the catalogue is 
the golden girdle which may have 
been recorded in the missing portion. 


Buffalo Milk. 


Experiments are contemplated with 
the Asiatic buffalo in the United 
States, It is a very valuable animal. 
its milk containing three and a half 
times’ as much butter fat as that of 
the every-day cow. 

The dairy breeds of buffalo in, 
northern India are huge animals, 
standing five feet high at the withers 
and with their huge spiral horns have 
a ferocious aspect; yet they are ex- 
ceedingly gentle. The female yields 
over thirty pounds of milk a day, 
and from this quantity about two and 
one-half. pounds of butter are’ ob- 
tained. 

Buffaloes of these breeds are now 
being imported into the Philippines 
in large numbers, to furnish milk. 

When the Americans first went to 
the Philippines they were much in- 
terested in the odd-looking beast 
known there as the “water buffalo’ 
——a smaller variety commonly used 
as a draft animal, but giving. little 
milk. It is extensively utilized in the 
Same way in China. 

The brute cannot endure hard work 
in the sun unless its skin is fre- 
quentiy wet, and hence its habit of 
wallowing in mud or water. If over- 
come by the heat it may go crazy 
and is liable to be dangerous.. But 
the milch buffalo, kept for dairy pur- 
poses, needs no waterhole. At all 
events, it can get along without.

The grubs, being underground 
feeders, are very difficult to control. 
A great variety of experiments have 
Leen made with chemicals of many 
sorts, but none has proved successful. 
The only method of control is the 
adoption of a system of rotation of 
crops. No field should be left in grass 
for more than three years. An old 
pasture, when broken up, is often 
found to be full of these grubs and 
they will attack the roots of any 
plants that are sown in place of their 
ordinary food which has been remov- 
ed. Corn and potatoes will suffer se- 
verely, but clover is least affected by 
them and may be seeded down with 
rye. After the second year any crop 
will usually be safe. Deep ploughing 
in October before the weather  be- 
comes cold will expose the grubs and 
destroy many. Pigs and poultry, 
crows and other birds and skunks 
greedily devour them. Where an old 
field is large it would be well to con- 
fine them with hurdles to a small 
portion at a time, and when that is 
gleared moye them on to a fresh feed- 
ing ground. 

Wireworms are the larvae of Click 
beetles, so called from their curious 
habit of springing up in the air with 
a “click” when laid upon their backs. 
The beetles are long and narrow, 
rounded above, with very short legs, 
and usually dull gray or black in 
color. The grubs are long and round, 
with a very hard skin, from which 
they get their name of Wireworms, 
and yellow or whitish in color. Their 
life history is very similar to that of 
the White Grubs, as they thrive in 
old pastures and take two or three 


years to mature. They feed upon the’ 


roots of any plants that may be 
grown where they are, and are espe- 
cially injurious to corn and potatoes, 
in the latter of which they often bur- 
row great holes. As in the: case of the 
White Grubs, no treatment of the 
soil with poisons of any kind has 
‘been found effective. There is a prev- 
alent idea that salt will kill them, 
but this is an entire mistake. The 
only remedy is a short rotation of 
crops, as in the case of White Grubs. 
Ploughing in August and cross- 
ploughing in September will destroy 
great numbers. Clean cultivation, 
leaving no weeds or other shelter for 
the beetles, in fence corners and else- 
where is also of importance, 

Break up tne old pastures is the 
advice’ all farmers ‘should follow.—

Cider Making. 


Sweet cider is unfermented apple 
juice and hard cider is fermented 
apple juice. To get the juice the ap- 
ples are either crushed or ground in 
a cider mill and the juice expressed 
from the pulp. 

The fermentation of apple juice, or 
any other fruit juice, is brought 
about by the development, in it of 
yeast. ‘Yeast cells are microscopic 
plants invisible to the naked eye and 
are always present on the surface of 
fruit. When the fruit is crushed to 
get the juice many of these cells get 
into the juice, and if these are not 
destroyed they will induce ferment- 
ation. 

Consequently, in the manufacture 
of sweet cider we must destroy the 
yeast cells that are present and pre- 
vent others from getting in. The sur- 
est way of doing this is to pasteurize 
the juice immediately after it is ob- 
tained from the fruit and store away 
in well-sealed containers. In the case 
of cider the pcsteurization process 


means heating the juice to 170 de-- 


grees F. for ten minutes and then 


tilling into containers that have been - 


scalded and can be tightly corked. 
Care should be taken not to let the 
temperature get above 170 degrees F. 
during pasteurization or the charac- 
ter of the juice will be injured. The 
juice is then stored away at a low 
temperature to allow it to clear; 

Hard cider is produced by allowing 
the fresh apple juice to fementiin the 
cask. The fermentation is naturally 
taduced by the activities of the yeast 
cells that get into the juice from the 
surface of the apples. As, however, 
there are variou: Kinds of yeast celis 
and also many “moid spores liable to 
be on the fruit which may injure the 
quality of the cidcr, epoiling the flay- 
or, it is a gould plun to control the 
the fermentation either by first pas- 
teurizing the juice and then adding 
a good yeast to the raw juice as soon 
as obtained from the apples. The 
addition of this good yeast will has- 
ten the desired fermentation and 
check the mold development.

BROKEN GERMANY. 


Hopelessly 


a revival of German militarism in its 
pre-war strength seems very much 
exaggerated. Industrially Germany 
has been completely broken by the 
blockade and the Peace Treaty. And 
industry is the indispensable: motive 
power behind every modern war. 
Moreover, the old German unity has 
vanished. The hatred of the great 
mass of the industrial workers for 
the reactionary volunteer forces is 
genuine and deep-rooted. So far the 
reactionaries have been able to main- 
tain the upper hand in the sporadic 
civil war which has been raging ever 
since January, 1919, because most of 
the officers and the best trained 
troops have been on their side. But 
the workmen’s-powers of passive re- 


-‘eistance are by no means negligible, 


as was We teanstrated by the general 
strike which broteht., the Von Kapp 
adventure to an pe oeeagn 
sion, 

Mr. Young seems té have been very 
successful in making his way about 
revolutionary Germany and being on 
the spot to witness outstanding 
events. He gives vivid descriptions 
of the street ‘fighting in Berlin in 
March, 1919, of the suppression of 
the little Soviet republic of Bruns- 
wick, of the conditions which pre- 
vailed in Bavaria at the time of the 
Communist experiment in. Munich. 
He also discusses at length the re- 
action of various classes of the Ger- 
man people to the Peace Treaty. His 
last chapter igs devoted to an analy- 
sis of the Weimar Constitution, and 
the full provisidns of that document 
appear in an appendix. Mr. Young’s 
book is a valuable contribution to the 
understanding of modern Germany, 
written by a fair-minded liberal. It 
etounds in passages of keen, salty, 
trenchant insight and observation, 
such as: 

‘“‘Weak as it is politically, the pres- 
ent German governmental system 
seems too strong police-ically to be 
overthrown by force,”’

SAVING SEED. 


When corn becomes ready 
few of the earliest and-best developed 
ears should be marked to be left 
until ripe for seed, 

One cucumber will contain enouch 
seed for the wants of the home gzar- 
dener. A specimen which is typical 
in shape and color of the variety 
frown or the type desired should be 
left on the vine until it turns yel- 
low, when it is cut open and the 
seeds spread out thinly and dried 
und put in an envelope until needed, 

Seed is readily obtained from let- 
tuce. One plant will produce imore 
than enough seéd for home use, and 
no doubt some radish plants have 
gone to sead, which may be left 
nntil the seed ripenns. 

The seed of tomatoes for home 
use should be saved from the plant 
bearing the largest crop of -eariy 
and best fruit. The tomatoes are cut

A microscopi 
examination of a portion of one of 
these tubercles will show large num- 
bers of tubercle bacteria present. 

These tubercle bacteria are the 
cause of the disease. They are so 
invisible 
high power 
microscope. They are not the same 
variety as those which cause tuber- 
culosis in human beings. 

Birds suffering from the disease 
give off large numbers of the bacteria 
in their droppings. Other birds in 
the flock scratching around and feed- 
ing with such birds pick up the bac- 
teria with their feed and grit and so 
get infected. The bacteria are ab- 
sorbed into the system with the food 
and get circulated in the blood and 
lymph streams until they get located 
in the tissues, more particularly the 
liver and spleen, where they rapidly 
multiply and secrete their poison. 
This acts on the tissue immediately 
around them, causin, it to die and 
turn white and thus become a char- 
acteristic tubercle, 

When this disease 
flock it is advisable to kill off all the 
birds. Then those birds which on 
examination do not show evidence of 
the disease may be used as food. 
Those that show the disease should 
be destroyed by burning or by bury- 
ing deeply in quicklime., 

The entire premises in which the 
birds have 
well scraped, cleaned and thoroughly 
disinfected by the application of'a 
| asetntectant wash or spray, as quick- 
lime, zenoleum, cresol, etc. The runs 
should be well covered with quick- 
lime and then ploughed in deeply.

Dentist Can Replace Then in Mouth 
So That They Will Soon Give

When one’s front teeth are knocked 
out there is no need to leave them on 
the floor, for they cun be reinserted 
very well by a good dentist. Dr. AH. M. 
Savery .tells in the Lancet (London) 
of two cases in which the teeth were 
completely dislocated from their sock+ 
ets. ‘ 

In one case the teeth were placed in 
salt water while the dentist carefully 
washed out the sockets. Then they 
were reinserted, a stitch or two placed 
in the guins and the jaws were ban- 
daged ‘shut so that the teeth bit on a 
pad of lint. In the other cause the 
teeth still hung to the gums, so the 
sockets were cleaned out without de- 
taching the teeth. 

In both cases the teeth became: sol- 
idly fixed and the patients could use 
them for normal biting a few months 
after the accident. Z

PREHISTORIG BEASTS | 


GIGANTIC. REPTILES EXISTED 
THOUSANDS OF YEARS AGO. 
Remains That Have Been Examined 
by Scientists Indicate That These 
Animals Were Much More. Ter- 
rible Than Anything That Has 
‘Existed Since the Coming of Man, 
~The Laclaps Was the Most For- 

midable of ALL, 


PO animals alive to-day on the 
earth possess weapons at all 
comparable to those of many 
of the gigantic reptiles that 

| prowled over this country a few mil- 

j lion years ‘ago. 

|. Take, for example, the laelaps. 

| This creature when alive weighed 

| perhaps two tons and stood about 

l twenty-five feet high as it walked 

erect, like a kangaroo. It could not 

| walk on all-fours, because its forelegs 
were relatively very small. 

Its hands, however, were armed 
with huge and frightful claws, which, 
it is surmised, were used to tear out 
the eyes of the animals, often much 
larger than itself, on which it preyed. 
The above-mentioned skeleton is 
mounted in such wise as to represent 
the beast in the act of devouring the 
remains of a broutosaur, which in 
life may have weighed twenty tons. 

The laelans was probably the most 
formidable creature that ever existed 
in the world. Incredibly agile, with 


the activity of an antelope, it could 
leap 100 feet at a bound, its verte- 


vs ae and leg bones being hollow for 
T TEETH | ntiniee.or lightness. Its tremendous 


jaws were “Pifrgished with saberlike 
teeth half a foot l6ng,and probably 
the great claws on its hind-feet were 
employed for tearing open the belly 
of its luckless victim. 

There were in those ancient days 
many species of carnivorous monsters, 
mostly. built on the kangaroo plan. 
They preyed (as do the carnivora of 
nowadays) on plant-eating animals. 
Just as the tiger assails the elephant 
in the jungle, so did the laelaps at- 
tack the brontosaur or its even larger 
relatiye, the diplodocus. 
| .Brontosaur and diplodocus were 
stupid, helpless reptiles, eighty feet 
or more in length, which browsed in 
the shallows of lakes. They pos- 
sessed no weapons of defence, and it 
is a marvel how they escaped exterm- 
ination. On the other hand, there 
were many species, likewise plant- 
eaters and huge of bulk, which were 
formidably armed and also armored, 
so as to be able to put up a very 
| decent fight if attacked. 

A typical armored lizard was the 
huge ankvlosaur, whose entire back 
was covered with ridged plates of im- 
penetrable bone. Low of stature, with 
‘a short, blunt head, it carried on the 
end of its short, heavy tail a great 
triangular club of bone, which was 
a dangerous weapon. Each of its 
eyes was provided with a cup-shaped 
bony shutter, like the visor of a hel- 
met, which could be closed over the 
eyeball. The brute was an animated 
| fortress. + 

The Stegosaur, about twenty feet 
long, had the smallest brain of any 
known vertebrate, relatively to its 
size.- But in its pelvis it had a sort 
of secondary brain, ten times as big 
as the one in its skull, which was a 
power station. actuating its tremen- 
dous tail, the latter being armed with 
two pairs of mighty spikes. One well- 
aimed blow with those spikes and it 
was all over with the adversary. 

The most remarkable feature of 
the. stegosaur’s anatomy, however, 
was a series of immense plates of 
.bone standing erect along the back 
jer the animal from head to tail. The 
| biggest of them were four feet across. 
1A sheathing of armor protected the 
body and throat, 

By no means so well provided with 
means of defence was the hadrosaur, 
which measured thirty feet from the 
tip of ifs nose to the end of its tail. 
As it walked erect on its huge three- 
toed hind feet the top of its head 
was fifteen feet from the ground, a 
good pert of its length being repre- 
|} sented by the tail. Its head was near- 
\ly a yard long and thé forepart of its 


| 


| skull was expanded into a broad beak 
|eovered with horn, in shape not un- 
| like that of a duck. Its jaws resembl- 
|ed great salad spoons, being appro- 
|priately formed for cropping the 
laquatic weeds on which it fed. 
| These amazing jaws were furnish- 
ied with no fewer than 2,000 grind- 
ling teeth, arranged, so to speak, in 
| magazines. In each jaw were forty- 
| five to sixty rows of teeth, ten to tif-

One of the formidably armored 
reptiles was the styracosaur, the rear 
part of whose skull extended back- 
‘ward in the shape of a great frill, 
after the manner of a fireman's hel- 
met. The frill terminated  pictur- 
esquely in half a dozen long horn- 
like processes; and the beast’s nose 
jearried a mighty horn resembling 
| that of a rhinoceros, but far bigger 
and more dangerous as a weapon. On

MAKING BRIQUETTES 

After studying the coalfield con- 
ditions in the Middle West, chiefly 
in southwestern Manitoba, Commisi 
sioner R. A. Ross, chairman of the 
Lignite Utilization 
returned to Montreal. 

The immediate result of the inves- 
tigations is the decision of the board 
to erect a plant to manuiacture bri- 
quettes from Manitoba coal at a rate 
of 100 tons a day, or about 30.000 
tonsta year. This is a pureiy experi- 
mental idea, according to Mr. Ross 
and the intention is to te#t the com- 
mercial possibilities of the manufac- 
tured. briquettes, If a success, larger 
plants would probably be started, 
and operated, either by the Govern- 
ment or by private commercial in- 
terests. 

In the meantime, Mr. 


the opinion*® that competition with 


the United States and the anthracite | 
coul interests is useless in that part | 


of the country—at least for the pres 
ent, and more than probably in the 
future as well. The Manitoba coal 
is a very soft low grade mineral,and 
the manufacture of briquettes is the 
only way in which it could be: uti- 
lized with satisfactory results. The 
briquettes would probably be sold 
easily enough In the Manitoba coal 
country and possibly even in Win- 
nipeg, but freight rates being high, 
where the American coal concerns 
could transport their anthracite to 
lake ports, the’ Canadian interests 
would be at 2 certain disadvantage. 

The provinces of British Columbi 
and Alberta huve plenty of domestic 
coal as have the Maritime Provinces 
and most of Quebec, theresis no hope 
however, according to Mr. Ross, that 
there will be any great coal output 
in Central Canada at the vrebent, 
for thet matter in the future. 

A earbonizer, which has given ex- 
cellent results, has been invented by 
Edgar Stansfield, the chemical engi- 
neer of the board, while the designs 
have been made by R. de L. French, 
engineer of the-board, It is not the 
intention of tie members” of the 
board to make any further investiga 
tions at the present time.-—-Saturday 
night.

They Get the Best Results In Laying | 
Contesta, 


Laying contests conducted this 
year show. very clearly that the de-| . 
gree of maturity which the -birds | 
possessed before reaching the con- 
tests has very much to do with re+ 
sults, and especially the results dur- 
ing the winter months, This fact 
has been stated several times, and 
additional proof is now available, 
which is given in order that those 
wishing to enter pens in the contests 
next November may be able to take 
advantage of the information. 

Take the Prince Edward Island 
egg-laying contest; the production 
has been low, not as good as it was 
last year, but in looking over the 
report of the condition of the birds 
when they were received at the 
contest, the renson is quite apparent. 
The birds were not as mature this 
year as last and certainly not as ma- 
ture as they should be if a good egg 
yield is to be expected. 

Pens No. 1, 3, 10, 12 and 18 con- 
tained the best matured birds that 
were received. Pens 15 and 19 were 
not quite as well matured, but were 
in excellent condition and developed 
rapidly after arrival: Some of the 
other pens had well-developed ind. 
viduals in them, but had too many 
immature birds, while in many of 
the pens the birds were not fully 
grown when they arrived. 

Seven pens that were fairly well 
matured and in good condition 
when they arrived, averaged 9.6 
eggs per bird for the two months | 
ending December 31. The seven 
pens which arrived in an immature 
condition averaged 1.3 eggs per 
birds for the first two months. At 
the end of six months the younger 
birds, having then matured, gave an 
average for the six months of 24.2 
eggs. While the well-matured birds 
at the end of the six months gave). 
‘an a¥erage of 46.9 eggs, or a rela- 
live gross revenue for eggs of $69.58 
for the immature birds and $142.43 
for the mature birds. 


contest past maturity, that -is, they 
had started to lay before entering 
the contest, and the change brought 
on a moult and a consequent loss of 
time. This condition, however, was 
not quite so apparent in the Prince 
Edward Island contest as in some of 
the other contests, 

In order to make a good yearly 
revenue birds must lay during the 
period of high prices, and if they do 
-not start laying before the cold 
weather comes, as a rule, they will 
not start to lay for weeks and 
sometimes months afterwards. 

Pen No. 2 did not Jay an egg dur- 
ing the first four weeks of the con- 
test, and had only three birds laying 
at the end of the eighth week, with 
a total production of 29 eggs. Pen 
No, . hey it nee during the fifth 
week, and had only three birds lay- 
ing He the end oP the eighth wedk, 
with g total production of 27 eggs. 
Pen No. 17 did not start until the 
tenth week, thereby handicapping 
themselves by over two months, and 
that the two months when prices 
were high.

How much. better 
would it have been if they had re-

It must not be forgotten that de- 
velopment in birds does not mean 
production, but if birds are bred 
for egg production the bird that is 
fully developed has a decided advan- 
tage over her immature sister.

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Valuable Manure. 


Farmers should save every pound 
of manure liquid and solid. In in- 
trinsic and market value barnyard 
manure is conbiderably higher than 
it was a few years ago, and is in- 
valuable on the farm where it is pro- 
duced. Sources of the three great 
essential plant foods, nitrogen, pot~ 
ash and phosphoric acid, whether as 
feed or straight fertilizers, are ex- 
pensive. The price of acid phosphate 
is almost prohibitive, owing to var- 
ious causes. Farmers who breed and 
feed live stock, using as much as 
possible home-grown feeds, are rela- 
tively more favorably situated than 
heretofore for obtaining their sources 
of plant food, compared with the ex- 
clusive grain-farmers. Notwithstand- 
ing the present high prices obtained 
for grains, the growers are finding 
the apparent advantage offset if 
they mean to replace those essential 
elemen‘s of the soil which they ship 
from the farm with each crop. The 
most up-to-date farmers have an un- 
derground tank or cistern connected 
with their cattle barn and stable 
drains. Sixty per cent. of the ferti- 
lizing ingredients of the feed eaten 
is contained in the liquid portion of 
the manure, and thosé farmers who 
have no cistern to collect it should 
see to it more than ever before that 
sufficient straw or other absorbent is 
used for bedding. . The fertility of 
farms where live stock enters largely 
into the operations ¢an he distin- 
guished at a glance in most districts 
from the apparent fertility of the 
land, and under present conditions 
this comparative advantage over the 
grain-grower is bound to be more 
marked.

The Corn Pest. 


European corn borer is being sent 
throughout the country by the Ento- 
mological Branch of the Department 
of Agriculture. This pest, singe it 
was first discovered on the continent 
two years ago in Massachusetts, hav- 
ing been imported in material used 
to wrap European nursery stock ship- 
i ped by way of Boston, has spread to 
New Hampshire, Pennsylvania and 
New York States, and, as the de- 
partmental announcement shows, 
there is grave danger of its being 
brought into the corn growing sec- 
tions of Canada. 

In addition to corn, the European 
corn borer attacks over one hundred- 
different specie of plants including 
potatoes, oats, flowers and garden 
crops. The presence of the borer 
may be recognized by the existence 
of holes in.the stalks of the plants 
with saw dust like material issuing 
from them.,In the case of the corn 
broken tassels also show where the 
borer is at work. \ 

If the infested stems are split 
open the caterpillars will be found 
most frequently just above the root 
of the plant. The insect spends the 
winter as a caterpillar in old stalks 
of corn or other food plants and 
changes to reddish-brown pupa late 
in the spring. The pupa soon turns 
into a moth.

To Prevent Garlic Flavor. 


Dairymen and creamery men in 
many places are troubled every spring 
by garlic of onion flavor in the milk. 
This is due to the cows feeding on 
garlic or wild onion, one of the first 
plants to start in the pasture in the 
spring. The trouble from garlic is 
‘not likely to last very long, as this 
weed is soon cropped off and the 
grass becomes plentiful enough for 
the cattle to feed on it in preference 
to the onion. ; 

Garlic flavor in milk can be remov- 
ed by heating the milk to 145 de- 
grees F. and forcing air through it 
at this temperature for 30 to 60 min- 
utes. As this method requires a cer- 
tain amount of equipment, it is much 
more satisfactory for the average 
| dairyman to keep the odor out of 

milk by a few simple precautions in 
herd management. 

There are two ways of protecting 
the milk from garlic flavor. First,

Red ink 
wasn’t invented till /1780, a hundred 
and forty years after the document 
was supposed to have been written. 

Brinkley, the Croydon poisoner, 
was brought to the scaffold largely 
on the evidence of the ink expert, 
who showed that the will of Brink- | 
ley’s intended victim was signed! 
with no fever than three different 
inks, showing that it had been signed 
and witnessed at three different 
times, instead of all together, as the 
law demands. 

Nearly all modern inks are made | 
from a mixture of galls and coppers, 
which combine to form a kind of 
iron.. It is this combination which 
gites the black appearance to ink. 
This mixture in the first place -is 
almost colorless, only turning black 
after the writing has been exposed to | 
the air for some time. To make it 
appear at once upon the paper, 
therefore, the mixture is colored in 
various ways, making the famous 
blue-black inks now used every- 
where. Nearly every manufacturer 
uses a different kind of coloring mat- 
ter, and this is one of the ways in 
which the inks differ, and can be de- 
tected by the expert. 

In the old days ink used to be boil- 
ed steadily for a long time to make 
it black, but in those days ink was 
made by the housewife as part of her 
ordinary duties, and many quaint ink 
recipes can be found in old cookery 
books. . 

The best.inks in the world are the 
oldest. They were chiefly made of 
lampblack, like the present Indian 
and Chinese inks. Many ancient Ro- 
man documents which are preserved 
in museums, though two thousand 
years old, have the writing on them 
as black as the aay when kM was 
pmritten.

A scientist has stated (itat 
actually sprinkle our world 
disease germs!

They 
are known to remain dormant for 
countless ages in the sun-baked des- 
erts of the world and on the frozen 
soil of the Poles. 

When, therefore, these germs are 
projected into our temperate atmos- 
phere by comets, it is thought by 
authorities that they awaken from 
their long sleep and are again ren- 
dered active and dangerous to “the 
earth’s inhabitants.

According to 
specialists in the Department of Agri- 
culture, the most simple and efficieny 
method of handling this matter is to 
harness natural resources on farms 
having permanent springs that flow 
throughout the year and do not dre 
up in the summer. 

It is essential to pipe the spring 
water to the dairy house where it 
should flow into a concrete tank of 
size adequate to provide ample space 
for cooling the maximum production 
of milk on that farm.

™ Mixed Farming. , 

Special attention will be given by 
the Better Farming Conference, call- 
ed by the Minister of Agriculture for 
Saskatchewan, to meet at Swift Cur- 
rent, to the discussion of crops and 
farming methods which delegates 
have found most suited to combat 
drought conditions in the southwest 
portion of the province. It is gen- 
erally conceded that continued crop- 
ping with grain cannot\be relied on 
to provide adaquate returns from 
farming in the district, and that live 
stock raising, with its accompaniment 
of pasture and forage crop growing, 
must be taken up if the agriculture 
of the district is to be kept up. 

More than one section of Suuth 
Saskatchewan was passed up as a 
farming possibility for years after 
more northern districts and a few 
| favored spots in the south had been 
settled, and though, when out under 
the plough, these suspected areas 
give satisfactory crops for a period 
of several years, the old tine weather 
conditions, which seem to come in 
eycivs, returned, with unpleasant re- 
suits for the farmers. 

Some of these districts, such as 
Oxbow, present great possibil:ties for 
the farmer whe is content to forgo 
the quick returns promised in wheat 
growing fo. the surer prospect pre- 
sented in live stock raising, especially 
is this the case where the valleys 
provide good shelter for farm build- 
ings and live stock, and natural 
watering places for the stock. In the 
early settlement of the country, how- 
éyer, men who undertook to make 
their living by the live stock route, 
and picked valley locations with this 
end in view, were laughed at by the 
majority who - preferred the’ high 
prairie land for its wheat-growing 
possibilities. ; 
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Good Cows Are Economical. 
The first reason for having good 
milk ¢ows on the farm comes from 
the fact that they provide the chea 
est, best and most wholesome food 
for the family. Their value is hard 
to estimate when we consider the 
amount saved on the bills. Their 
prodtice is a superior substitute for 
many foods necessarily purchased at 
high prices. In fact, there is no 
economic way of doing without plenty 
of good milk cows on the farm. 


Silo Has Many Advantages. 

The farmer who has a silo can 
carry a maximum number of cows 
and supply his herd with a palatable, 
succulent feed of a uniform quality 
at any time during the year, condi- 
tions favorable to a large milk pro- 
duction. 


Water During Hot Weather. 

A cool drink of water is quite as 
refreshing to a horse as to his master 
during the hot weather. Make some 
provisions whereby the team .can be 
given a bucket of water in the middle 
of the forenoon and afternoon.

years. Two plants ‘may be growing 
in bis garden, native of countries sep- 
arated by continents. Their struc- 
tures, habits, hereditary tendencies 
and identitlés have been preserved 
through thousands of years. The 
plant inventor takes the pollen from 
one, transfers it to his watch glass, 
carries it to the other, and frem the 
glass transforms it 10 the bloom. The 
resultant seed is sown. The new 
.plants may resemble one plant or the 
other, or they may be. like neither, 
.or they may be the veriest monstrzsi- 
ties. There are thousands of disap- 
pointments for one success in the 
work. 

Luther Burbank chose one seeding 
out of 65,000 when he invented the 
primusberry, The rest were remorse 
‘lessly destroyed. The new primus- 
berry is a cross between the raspberry 
and the blackberry, but has a fruit 
much larger and finer than either. Mr. 
Burbank has produced, 300,000 vari- 
eties of plums, 60,000 peaches and nec 
tarines, 500 almonds, 5,000 walnuts, 
8,000 apples, 2,000 grapes, 2,000 pears 
and thousands of different-kinds of 
berries, flowers and vegetables in 
equal profusion.

MEXICO’S MANY “LOST” MINES 
Operators and. Proepectore Driven 
From Their Work by Threats and 
Depredations of Yaquis. 

Many of the lost mines of Mexico 
were the result of depredations of the 
Yaqui Indians. They killed or drove 
prospectors from the country and ob- 
liternted marks of the workings. Thus 
many mines, with great sg amcedries 

were lost. 

One of the mines of the Estrella 
del Norte Miping company was lost 
for many years. The only clué to Its 
location was found on an ‘old Jesuit 
map, which said it could be seen by 
looking from a church door. The 
church was found and the land dug 
up, as far as could be seen from the 
door, but no trace of the mine was 
found. Later, after the search was 
discontinued, a wall that had been 
built at a date later than the map, 
fell down and exposed another’ door, 
Men with field glasses, looking from 
this door, discove the old mine.

less. ornaments, owe their existence to 
‘| mines. «The Baroyeca church, bullt in 
1792, was built from the wealth de- 
rived from the Mina Grande mine, in 
Baroyeca mountain. Prior to 1850 the 
walls were lined with sheets of pure 
silver from the mine. ‘The candela- 
bra, the altar rafls and other parts of 
the sanctuary were of silver, and the 
altar vessels were of pure gold.

How to Deal With This Trouble 
in Young Horses. 


A Bone Affection — Young Animats 
Most Commonly Affected—Symp- 
toms Described and Treatment 
Offered. 

(Contributed by Ontario Department of 

Agricultare, Toronto.) 

PLINT lameness is a common 
complaint ii young horses, 
and occasionally seen in horses 
of any age. [t is rarely noticed 

in the hand limbs. 

In onder to understand and appre- 
clate the trouble it is necessary to 
have an Intelligent idea of the bony 
anatomy of the horse from the knee 
to the fetlock. This part is usually 
called the cannon. It consists of three 
bones: one large cannon bone extend- 
ing the whole distance, from the knee 
in the fore limb, and from the hock 
in the hind limb +o their respective 
fetlock joints, This bone has a broad 
and somewhat flat posterior surface. 
To'each edge of -his surface {s at- 


tached (by ligamentous attachment) 
& small somewhat triangular-shaped 
bone, of considerable size above, 
where it articulates with the bones 
of the knee joint; and gradually de- 
creases in size as it exténds do wn- 
wards, becoming quite small, and 
terminating in a small. somewhat 
peawhaped nodule, u little more than 
‘two-thirds down the large bone.

' Symptoms,—In. many cases no 
is caused. The first intima- 
tion of the presence of splint is the 
appearance of the enlargement, 


In other cases lamet.ess is well mark- 
ed, and is usually characteristic, 4 
horse lame from splint will usually 
stand and walk ‘sound, but if asked. 
to jog or trot will show. well marked 
lameness, the head dropping decided- 
ly when the foot of the sound leg 
touches the ground. The lameness ‘ts 
often noticed before there is any vis- 
ible enlargement. ‘The lameness is 
more marked when the horse trots 
down grade, and the intensity of the 
lameness usualiy increases as exer 
cise is continued, Manipulation will 
usually reveal the seat of the trouble. 
By pressing between the thumb and 
finger the line of attachment between 
the large and small bones from the 
knee downwards, the seat can be lo- 
cated by the aorse flinching when the 
seat of the trouble is pressed. And, if 
severe pressure be applied he will 
often rear on his hind legs. The 
usual seat of splint.is on the inner 
surface of the fore cannen, or it may 
be on the outer surface, or both, and 
1s Usually one to three inches below 
the knee, but may be either higher 
or lower. The hind limb fs seldom 
affected, but when it is the seat is 
usually on the outer purface, 

Treatment:.—Lameness is usually 
present only during the inflammatory 
stage. When the exudate becomes 
ossified (converted into bone) the in- 
flammatory action ceases and lame- 
ness disappears, except the enlarge- 
ment be of sufficient size, or 60 sit- 
vated that it irritates the suspensory 
ligament or involves the joint. Hence 
treatment should be directed to allay 
inflammation as promptly as possible. 
Splint lameness usually appears very 
suddenly. A horse may 0 pertectly 

: rest of a variable 
duration when taken out to drive 
again, may show the characteristic 
symptoms noted. 

The patient should be given per- 
fest rest, and the seat of the splint 
should be showered with cold water 
frequently, or pounded ice kept to it 
for a few days. This will often be all 
that is necessary.

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


Harp and Violin Are Among the Moat 
Ancient. 

Did the Emperor Nero play the 
fiddle while Rome burned? 

There is no question, that he may 
have owned a fiddle. The violin is 
one of the most‘ancient of musical 
instruments, dating back to the early 
dawn of history, thongh In its pres- 
ent form it first appeared in the lat- 
tér part of the sixteenth century. 

Perhaps, however, it was the bag- 
pipes that Nero played. On a coin 
issued during his brief reign the in- 
strument is plainly represented, and 
an ancient Roman sculpture shows a 
piper whose costume weirdly. resem- 
bles that of a Scottish Highlander. ° 

Even more interesting is the harp, 
We know why. angels wear crowns. 


It is because they are all kings and 


queens, just as every man ina Knigtit 
Templar parade is uniformed as a 
full general. But why do they play 
on harps? : 

It is because the Hebrews in the 
days of Moses and doubtless long be- 
fore that looked upon the harp as 
the most admirable of all instru- 
ments of music. Undoubtedly it is of 
prehistoric origin. The Egyptians 
had perfected it thousands of years 
before Christ was born and their 
harps, beautifully made and ‘elabor- 
ately ornamented, were substantially 
of the same pattern as those of 
to-day.
